That section 23 of the Veterans' Land act 
authorizes the Director with the approval of the Governor 
in Council to sell any property that cannot or ought not 
to be sold to a veteran as to price or terms for another 
sale price or on other terms; 


That pursuant to subsection (1) of section 10 
of the Veterans Land Act, with effect the lst of June, 
1949, the Director agreed to sell and qualified veteran 
Mondy Surette agreed to purchase a 66-acre part-time 
farm property located in Yarmouth County in the Province 
of Nova Scotia and, in addition, livestock and farm 
equipment acquired by the Director at a cost of $600; 


That pursuant to section 33 of the Veterans 
Land Regulations, with effect the lst of January, 1955, 
the veteran was permitted for reasons of re-enlistment 
in the Canadian army to be absent from the said property 
and, subseyuent to two years of absence, pursuant to 
Said regulation, veteran Mondy Surette entered into an 
agreement wherein he agreed to fulfill a further period 
of two years and five months residence on the property 
to enable fulfillment of the eight years required under 
the agreement to enable a write-off of a part of the cost 
of the purchase of the property as well as the cost of 
livestock and farm equipment; 


That in December 1965, while veteran Mondy

That at the time veteran Monuy Curette became an 
absentee pursuant to section 33 of the Veterans Land Regula- 
tions, he paid an amount of $115, the full cost of some of 
the household equipment acquired on his benal’ which he took 
with him, and the balance of the livestock and farm equipment 
was sold at its market value with the result that an aggregate 
of $360.85 was recovered; 
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That pursuant to subsection (1) of section 10 
of the Veterans’ Land Act, with effect the lst of 
January, 1961, the Director agreed to sell, and qualified 
veteran Henry Delmont Mciwen agreed to purchase, a 
1/8-acre small holding property with the Post Office 
address of Rural Route No. 1, Mouth of Keswick, York County, 
in the Province of New Brunswick; 


That in March 1961, pursuant to said subsection

ved for the purchase of livestock and farm equipment; 


That in May 1965, the New Brunswick Electric Power 
Commission, a public body otherwise authorized to expro=- 
priate, acquired approximately 98.8 acres of the said pro= 
perty, and in August of that year acquired the remainder 
for the development of the Mactaquac Power Project; 


That the chattels purchased for veteran McEwen, 
which involved eizht head of livestock, were retained by 
the veteran who requested that they be sold to him for pl; 


That since the Department of Justice has expressed 
the opinion that where land is acquired by a public body 
otherwise authorized to expropriate or is expropriated by 
that public body, the Director may only retain the balance 
of the contract indebtedness, a problem is raised insofar as 
it relates to the Supplementary agreement for the purchase 
of chattels and the disposition; 


That the Director, with a view to solving this 
problem, has discussed the matter with Department of Justice 
officials who have also studied the cases of Surette and 
McEwen and expressed the following opinions:- 


(a) the doctrine of frustration relates to the 
Supplementary agreement but the chattels, title 
to which remains in the name of the Director, 
may be returned to the Director for other 
disposition; 
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(b) before consent to sale pursuant to section ll 
is obtained the Director ought to make 
arrangements with the veteran for disposition 
of the chattels, in which event sale, if at 
less than cost to the Director, may be made 
pursuant to section 23 of the act; 


(c) if appropriate urrangements are not made the 
veteran ought to be provided the opportunity 
of acquiring other land on which to complete 
the initial ten-year period of the contract; 


(d) where the veteran does not wish other land or 
to buy the chattels they may be returned to 
th: Director and the contract considered termi- 
nated without liability on either party; and 


(e) the price for sale of chattels ought to be 
determined having regard for the number of 
years of the initial ten-year period not yet 
expired. 


That the Director proposes, consistent with the 
preceding paragraph, that the contract between the Director 
and veteran Mondy Surette be deemed to be rescinded as a 
result of which no liability accrues to either party over

There remains unpaid in this account, an amount of $6,929.27 which 
represents current sales tax.

An amount of $5,000 was offered in 
full settlement but this was thought insufficient, therefore, a further 
$2,000 was requested, making a total of $7,000. A certified cheque was 
received for 27,000 and in view of the fact that seizure and attempted sale 
by the Sheriff wovld precipitate bankruptcy without monetary benefit to the 
Department and prosecution of the principals would no doubt lead to imprison— 
ment, it is best that this sum be accepted. With assistance, it is probable 
that the company could survive. Any impatient creditor could precipitate 
bankruptcy. In the circumstances, remission of the amounts indicated is 
recommended.

For’ some years, the production and sale of apple cider, in some areas 
of Quebec, were less well-organized than at present. Inefficient methods 
of production rendered uncertain and unstable the quality of the cider or 
its alcoholic content. Sales methods were unprofessional and varied, the 
peak season was of short duration and most participants considered it a 
seasonal occupation not warranting heavy investment. Many used second-hand 
bottles. Some bottles were labelled, some were not. The subject licensee 
was one of the more inefficient producers. His records were described as 
"fracmentary". The alcoholic content of his product, determining the 
taxability was not identifiable. In 1961, auditors estimated tax of 
$3,631.41 to be payable, assuming the product to be taxable. Departmental 
solicitors did not consider the assessment provable. 


Due to the nature of the assessment, difficulty could be encountered if © 
the Department was required to prove any part of its claims. The debgor: 
Claude Leynaert, has offered and paid $525.00 as in full settlement of his 
sales tax indebtedness. Remission of the amounts of $3,106.41 excise tax 
and $2,056.20 penalty is recommended. 


J. Stewart Sportswear,

For the period June lst, 1960 to December 31st, 1962, this manufacturer 
has been assessed $1,977.44 sales tax, of which $1,750.26 represents tax on 
journal credits to sales. The licensee contended these credits represented 
personal funds put into the company and sales of tax paid jobbed goods 
through his retail store. Although lr. Stewart has disputed the assessment 
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fo “three years, he has been unable to prove his contentions. He has 
ofiered $1,536.23 as settlement in full on the grounds that this represents 
a direct financial loss to him personally. 


In view of the arbitrary nature of the assessment, which the Law Branch 
considers unenforceable, it is recommended that remission be granted for tax 
of $441.21 and interest penalty of $749.67.

For the period December 1, 1962 to May 31, 1966, this manufacturer has 
been assessed $4,534.62 sales tax, consisting of sales tax payable on sales 
Op lace trimming and frills. The licensee supplied lace to other manu- 
facturers to be converted into trimming. He was not aware that this 
Gonstituted manufacturing and that tax was payable on his selling price of 
the trimming. As a result, he paid sales tax on the lace at time of 
importation and also on the charges for labour. Tne company paid 
$4,000.00 and requested that this amount be accepted in full settlement. 
Remission of the balance of the assessment and interest penalty has been 
requested on the grounds that the company is unable to recover the tax 
and the payment of $4,000.00 represents a direct financial loss. Also, 
the accumulation of the tax and penalty could have been avoided if the 
audit had been conducted within the normal two year period from the date 
of the last audit. 


In view of the circumstances, it is recommended that remission be 
granted for tax of $534.62 and the interest penalty of $695.22.

After lengthy discussions, the licensee paid the sum of 
2,500.00, which constitutes the direct financial loss as the tax cannot 
be recovered from his customers.

That subsection (1) of section 24 of the Veterans 
Land Regulations provides that the Director may not approve 
financial assistance on behalf of a veteran qualified as a 
small holder on an area of land containing less than one-half 
of an acre but at the discretion of the Director this area 
may be reduced by one-half of one per cent; 


That at the request of qualified veteran Lloyd 
George Cole, The Director, The Veterans' Land Act, did acquire 
part of Lot 10, Concession 2, Division "C", Township of Guelph, 
County of Wellington, Province of Ontario, said to contain 
21,780 square feet in area; 


That subsequent to acquisition of the aforesaid proper= 
ty, it was discovered that a 10 foot strip along the front had 
previously been taken for road bobeeraar purposes with the re- 
sult that the area acquired was only 21,120 square feet or 660 
square feet less than one-half acre; 


That it is through no fault of the veteran that the 
area is less than one-half acre in area and the costs of 
acquiring additional land, if possible, would be prohibitive 
in light of any benefits that might accrue therefrom; and 


That it is deemed advisable to establish veteran 
Lloyd George Cole on the aforesaid property which contains 
660 square feet less than one-half acre in light of the cir- 
cumstances and the fact that the land reducing the area was 
taken for public purposes, 
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P.C. 1967-1325 


The Committee, therefore, on the recommendation 
of the Minister of Veterans Affairs, advise that Your 
Excellency may be pleased to approve the establishment of 
veteran Lloyd George Cole on part of Lot 10, Concession 2, 
Division "C", Township of Guelph, County of Wellington, 
Province of Ontario, containing 21,120 square feet in area 
which is less than the prescribed minimum area of one-half 
of an acre. 
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
